The definition of a cone does not necessitate a circular base, but rather requires that the base b a closed plane, and the elliptical shape 
that the '394 patent refers to in patent 5,514,091 would fall within this definition, Further, '394 does illustrate an eombodment of the 
device having a a tapered tip (Figures 23,25,28,30,31) but with a differing structure for the remainder of the device, thus providing 
motivation for having a tapered tip. 
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
